Report of Librarian 


Since our last report was made work at the library 
has gone on as usual, due largely to the fact that we 
were fortunate in procuring an able assistant who could 
carry on during the enforced absence of the librarian. 
Much credit is due Mrs. Helen Mansfield for her effi- 
ciency and kindness in coming to the rescue under 
trying circumstances. 

We have often called attention to the need for keep- 
ing the library open some part of every week day in- 
stead of four days as at present, a measure which would 
be greatly appreciated by our out of town patrons. 
This would of course call for a larger appropriation. 

It seems to be difficult for people to realize that the 
handing out of books is a small part of the work in- 
volved in the care of a library and many hours of 
labor are needed to supplement the regular hours of 
service. 

The usual number of new books have been added to 
the library and it is most gratifying to note the in- 
crease in the reading of non-fiction. A complete card 
catalog may be consulted at the library and lists of 
new books are published from time to time in our 
local paper. 4 

Friends have continued to remember us with gifts of 
books among the number being Prof. T. H. Briggs, 
Rey.

The children are an important factor in the life of 
the library and their corner is well patronized.

Mrs. Beede has very kindly acted 
as story teller for a number of years and we have been 
most grateful to her as well as to Mrs. Ralph Flather, 
who has helped us the past two years. We are not 
forgetful either of the several ladies who have told 
stories for us in other years.

We have had several dental clinics. In May all the 
children in the 3rd and 4th grades had their teeth 
examined and the necessary work done and each re- 
ceived a certificate to that effect from Dr. Pottle. Those 
who were not able to meet the expense were assisted 
either wholly or partially from the Salvation Army 
fund. With the aid of this same fund and the County’s 
paying for the extractions, and through the courtesy 
of Dr. Pottle, all of the necessary dental work was 
done in November in the Robinson School. Several 
other dental cases have been taken care of during the 
year, from other sources. 

In May the Nursery School children had a general 
physical examination and were vaccinated by Dr. 
Reische. Many defects were found which we hope to 
have corrected before the children enter school. 

The New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association held 
a clinic in June. There were 58 patients examined by 
Dr. Kerr, Secretary of the Association, assisted by 
Miss Marion Garland, County Tuberculosis nurse. 

On September 24th a Child Health Clinic was spon- 
sored by the Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child 
Hygiene Association of Concord, and assisted by local 
organizations, with Dr. Reische examining. Thirty- 
four babies and pre-school children were weighed, 
measured and given a complete physical examination. 
Eighteen children were given innoculations for preven- 
tion of Diphtheria. Four were found to have no physi- 
cal defects. 
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Twenty children had their eyes tested and seventeen 
obtained glasses. Thirteen patients were taken down to 
the Orthopedic Clinic and examined by Dr. Ezra Jones 
and those needing corrections were attended to. Thir- 
teen patients were taken to the T. B. Clinic in Laconia 
and examined by Dr. Kerr. Two children were taken to 
the Concord State Hospital and examined in the 
psychiatic clinic,—the recommendations were to place 
them in an ungraded class, where special work would 
be stressed. Those ungraded classes are developing 
very successfully in several New Hampshire towns. 

Through the Department of Education, 55 half-pints 
of milk were furnished daily for a period of time last 
winter for the needy children in the Lang Street 
School. 

It was possible to accomplish a great deal of cor- 
rective work and various other things were attended 
to, such as providing clothing, food, etc., through the 
cooperation of many of the people of Meredith and the 
Red Cross, Salvation Army, Ladies Aid, Unity Club, 
Legion Auxiliary, Bridge Club, Woman’s Progress 
Club, Connecting Links, the Sewing Project, Mother’s 
Aid, Department of Child Welfare, and with the pro- 
ceeds of a private fund. I wish to thank each of these 
groups for their generosity and cooperation.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


Meredith, N. H., February 21, 1937 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Education, 
and Citizens of Meredith: 


Teachers of today must be both pioneers and pilots. 
Living in a world of constant economic and social 
change, where the spirit of controversy challenges at 
every turn, teachers must possess the courage, wisdom, 
and ability to select and guide learning into paths that 
will best prepare our youth to live wisely today in or- 
der to be ready for tomorrow. 

Ever conscious of this truth the teachers of our high 
school have humbly but diligently sought this goal. 
And while from necessity a report of this kind must 
deal largely with facts, it is our hope, nevertheless, 
that the reader will not forget that there could not 
have been progress: and learning without those ab- 
stract qualities akin to character and true vision. 


The Curriculum: 


Two minor changes that seemed desirable have been 
made this year in the senior high school. A course in 
Junior Business Training, which was formerly given 
in the eighth grade, replaces the course of Commer- 
cial History and Geography in the freshmen year. The 
one year course in Economics and Sociology has been 
lengthened to two years, Economics now coming: in 
the junior year followed by Sociology in the senior 
year. To provide the required time for this change the 
course in Modern European History has been dropped. 
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The Shop Courses: 


In the shop department, opened for senior high pu- 
pils for the first time last year, a course in General 
Shop has been added this year to the first year course 
of Cabinet Making. During the year a new tool room 
and paint shop as well as additional shelves and 
benches for power tools have been completed by the 
boys. Additional equipment for soldering, plumbing 
forging, electricity, and metal work has been purchased. 
Among the larger units are a forge, power planer, pow- 
er lathe, and power emery wheel. 

Last September at Hopkinton Fair the shop depart- 
ment entered a woodwork exhibit as well as two teams 
of two boys each for competition in woodworking and 
blue print reading. Both teams won first award in the 
competition in which they were entered. The woodwork 
exhibit, which consisted of eight articles made by Ju- 
nior high school pupils, won the silver cup offered in 
this field as well as four firsts, three seconds, and one 
third place for the individual articles in the exhibit. 

Enrolled in the courses are 31 boys of the senior 
high school and 35 boys of the junior high school. Of 
this number 26 are members of the sophomore and 
freshmen classes, an enrollment which represents 72 
per cent of the boys of these two classes. With this 
large majority of our boys electing this course, and 
with the general success that the shop department has 
enjoyed, it seems highly advisable to continue this 
popular course into the third and fourth year of high 
school. Such a plan would require a course in Building 
Construction in the junior year which would alternate 
with a course in Automobile Repairing in the senior 
year. I recommend such a plan without reserve. 
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Home Economic Department: 


The two Home Economic courses given in the senior 
high school are approved under the George Ellzey Act 
of the Federal Government. Twenty-eight senior high 
and 16 junior high school girls are enrolled. Exactly 
50 per cent of all the girls in the senior high school 
are enrolled in Home Economics courses. 


During the winter months this department is serv- 
ing hot lunches to about 35 pupils daily. 


A new electric sewing machine has been added to 
the equipment, while window screens, screen door, 
and new curtains have been installed in the modern 
laboratory of this department. 


Music Department: 


This department, in its second year of giving grad- 
uation credits for instrumental music, has made 
steady progress. The enrollment is:

In addition to this Mr. Musgrove devotes an hour 
weekly to vocal instruction in the Junior High School. 

Eight pupils represented our school in the concert 
of the All-State Festival Orchestra held at Hanover 
last May. For the first time a festival orchestra has 
been organized in central New Hampshire. This musi- | 
cal organization, know as the Pemigewasset Valley 
Festival Orchestra, includes members from the school 
orchestras of Ashland, Bristol, Plymouth, New Hamp- 
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ton, and Meredith. The first concert by this orchestra 
will be given in the New Hampton Gymnasium on April 
LG, 


Teaching Staff: 


The personnel of this years’s Teaching Staff remains 
the same as that of last year with the exception of one 
member, Arthur Toll of Manchester. Mr. Toll replaces 
Ralph Magnuson who was Athletic Director and His- 
- tory teacher. Our new staff member is a graduate of 
the University of New Hampshire, and comes to Mere- 
dith with an enviable record as an athlete, coach and 
teacher. 

A regular schedule of teachers’ meetings is being fol- 
lowed for the year, as well as a series of joint meet- 
ings with the Teaching Staff of Ashland High School. 

Work related to the school and school organizations 
is in charge of various standing committees composed 
of teachers. 


Changes in Time of School Sessions: 


A revised time schedule for school sessions was put 
into operation in November. By the new schedule school 
begins at 8:30 A. M. and closes at 3:00 P. M. with a 55 


minute noon hour. The time that classes are actually 
in session remains approximately the same, but by 
shortening the noon hour and eliminating one recess, 
the afternoon session closes an hour earlier with but a 
fifteen minute earlier opening time in the morning. 
These changes have eliminated several difficulties and 
disadvantages connected with the former schedule. 

Two teachers remain on duty during the noon hour. 
This is one more than formerly. 
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Standards of Approval: 


Our school continues to enjoy full approval of our 
State Board of Education, the highest certificate privi- 
lege of the New England Entrance Certificate Board 
as well as similar privileges from other New England 
colleges not members of this board. To the best of my 
knowledge Meredith High School in recent years has 
always qualified and been granted every college en- 
trance certificate privilege for which she has applied.

It is presented by summer sojourners 
on Pine Island who give it as a symbol of their inter- 
est in Meredith’s future citizens. 

The second award is known as the Charles Edey 
Fay Poetry Prize and is to be given to the pupil who 
writes the best poem during the schcol year. The award 
is given by Charles Edey Fay of Stanford, Conn. 

The Mary Butler Chapter, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, Laconia, is sponsoring a candidate 
from Meredith High School for the D. A. R. Geod Citi- 
zenship Pilgrimage. Eleanor Solomon has been selected 
by the senior class and a committee of teachers to rep- 
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resent her class and the school. She goes to Concord 
sometime in March to meet with candidates from 
other schools of the state. One of this group will be 
chosen by a state committee to represent New Hamp- 
shire on a pilgrimage to Washington in April. 


Senior Class Trip: 


Following commencement, the graduating class, ac- 
companied by two chaperons, enjoyed a six day trip to 
New York City.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Meredith: 


This, my third annual report, deals with the follow- 
ing topics: 


(a) Statistics of our schools 

(b) Our school buildings and grounds 
(c) Changes in our teaching staff 

(d) The Lang Street school lunchroom 
(e) The nursery school 


School Statistics: 


The foregoing table needs little comment. It is worth 
noting that Meredith’s school year (actual days of 
school sessions) is above the state average. It is to be 
regretted, on the other hand, that an unusually high 
number of tardinesses at the Robinson and Meredith 
Center Schools spoiled an otherwise excellent record. 
for the district as a whole. 


School Buildings and Grounds: 


No major remodeling or construction has been deem- 
ed necessary during the past year. 

The grounds of the Lang Street School are insuffi- 
cient in size. Already a crowded playground, part of the 
land was taken away for the two-room addition recent- 
ly built, and the number of pupils increased by half. By 
taking turns at recess periods, the condition is relieved 
a little, but the space is much too small at best. In some 
way more playground space should be provided. | 

As noted in the headmaster’s report, the grounds be- 
tween the high school building and the Main street 
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look very unattractive. In line with the movement to 
improve the appearance of our village, this yard should 
be graded and sown to lawn grass, or otherwise cared 
for in a way to present a neat and pleasing impression. 

Such projects of school grounds improvement, as 
suggested above, are very desirable, but it does not 
seem to me that the cost should be paid out of school 
taxes at the present time. Perhaps some organization 
interested in community improvement might start a 
movement to fulfil these needs; and Meredith people 
are not slow to cooperate on a voluntary basis, given 
the necessary leadership in such worth-while projects. 


Changes in Teaching Staff: 


There have been four changes in our teaching force 
since last year. In each case teachers resigned to accept 
positions elsewhere. Ralph Magnuson went to Massa- 
chusetts; Ruth Haire secured a position in Tilton, 
Charlotte Nims in Keene, and Thaida Gruenler in New 
Hampton. The position of athletic coach and teacher 
of social sciences has been ably filled by Arthur Toll of 
Manchester. The second grade at the Lang Street 
school is now taught by Rita Turley, and the first grade 
by Florence (Willis) Wood, while the Meredith Center 
school is taught by Norman Sargent. 


The Lang Street Lunchroom: 


One of the most outstanding improvements of the 
year in the Meredith schools is the lunchroom at Lang 
Street. This has been made possible through the co- 
operation of various organizations and individuals, 
‘too numerous to mention here. The Woman’s Progress 
Club took the lead in providing dishes and equipment. 
Gifts of money or materials were made by the A. L. 
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Auxiliary, the Odd Fellows, the Rebekahs, the Connect- 
ing Links, the Community Club of Meredith Neck, the 
John B. Varick Co., and numerous others who assisted 
in furnishing dishes, equipment, and foodstuffs. Tables 
and benches were made in the school shop by boys tak- 
ing the Mechanic Arts course. 

The sum of five cents is charged for one nourishing 
hot dish at each noon meal, and frequently 80 or more 
of the children at school take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity offered. The two workers who provide the meal, 
Jean Bernard and Kathryn Bickford, are paid by the 
National Youth Administration. They work on the 
average three hours each school day and are assisted 
by pupils who earn their meal by washing dishes, 
sweeping, etc. 


The Nursery School: 


For two years, at the Cox house on Plymouth street, 
we have maintained a nursery school for children un- 
der school age. There are about 20 pupils enrolled. 
Salaries of three full-time and two part-time workers, 
as well as the cost of food and supplies, are paid by 
WPA funds. Equipment, house rent, fuel, water, etc., 
have been donated by local individuals and agencies, 
such as the Woman’s Progress Club, the Rotary Club, 
and others. There has been no cost to the school dis- 
trict in connection with this project. 


Conclusion: 


This report has made no comment on the main every- 
day job which the teachers are doing, the job of build- 
ing better citizens for the next generation. In mention- 
ing the unusual details such as have been included 
here, I do not mean to suggest that the commonplace 
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task well done is not worthy of the highest praise. 
The teachers deserve our sincere commendation for 
their faithful efforts, as well as the parents and school 
board for their willing cooperation.
